bookcase of her own that I would sometimes "play 
library" with at home, pretending to be the librarian who 
got to use that groovy machine that would stamp the card 
with the date and due date when pushed into the metal 
slot. "Ca-chunk." 

It was a place where people said "hush" and had 
to be quiet. It felt sort of sacred, like in a church. 

Books and the library were such a vital part of my 
growing-up experience. In the libraries of the 21 st Century, 
there is a little bit less of the old "shushing" going on. 
Libraries now offer so much more than books, with 
children's events and activities, computer access, and still 
the good old-fashioned book club. 

Part of the reason for all these fun activities, 
says Plumb Library Children's Librarian Lisa Fuller, is to 
get people into those library doors so they can actually 
see what is in store for them at their local public library.

That is the consensus among 
the three chiefs of police on February 9, the day after a 
major snowstorm blanketed the tri-town region with 
anywhere from 5Vi to 8 inches of snow, depending on 
where you were. 

Tri-Town got a taste of winter with the area's first 
blizzard of the season, as predicted by the U.S. National 
Weather Service on January 8 when it upgraded a winter 
storm warning to a blizzard warning for the southeastern 
part of Plymouth County and Cape Cod. 

Winds were steady with gusts up to 61 miles per 
hour at the height of the storm, according to USNWS's 
preliminary storm report issued on February 9.

Town Halls were closed, evening meetings 
canceled, and Old Rochester Regional schools were closed 
again on Monday after an earlier snow event closed 
school doors on Friday. 

"It was actually a good storm," said Mattapoisett 
Police Chief Mary Lyons about the relative calm. There 
was an accident in Mattapoisett on Marion Road where a 
car slid on the curb and another on Industrial Drive, but 
no power outages, no downed tree limbs. "It was very 
quiet." 

Over in Marion, it was also quiet throughout the 
blizzard. 

"It wasn't that bad," says Marion Police Chief 
Lincoln Miller. "It wasn't a heavy, wet snow like we had 
on Friday ... Friday was more hectic." 

Miller said during a phone interview that there 
were a few minor crashes on Route 195 with which 
Marion assisted the State Police, with one of them 
possibly involving a minor injury. 

"We had no power outages reported to us," said 
Miller. "I think there were three . . . and by the end of the 
day, it looked like there were none. A lot of people seemed 
to have stayed off the roads and allowed [the DPW] to 
plow the roads." 

"Ditto," said Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee. 
"I'm happy to report the same as Marion. We were very, 
very, very uneventful." 

Miller, Lyons, and Magee all credit the relative 
peace and quiet to the mass cancelations throughout the 
area that kept drivers off the roads. 

"There were no crashes, no power lines down . . . 
no nothing," Magee stated. 

Friday's storm event saw a number of car 
accidents and downed power lines leading to some short- 
term power outages in Mattapoisett.

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Old Colony Students Participate in State 
Competition

Sam Morse of Rochester and Brendon Senior 
of Carver have already cleared a major hurdle on their 
path to professional excellence. On January 16, they 
successfully completed the written portion of the National 
Automotive Technicians Education Foundation's annual 
competition. Having pulled through those riggers, they 
advanced to the hands-on second half where they tested 
their ability to handle stress while employing their 
technical skills as partners. 

On February 6, these students, along with 
students from nine other vocational high schools, met to 
compete at Massachusetts Bay Community College in 
Ashland. The second and final part of the competition 
required identifying the problems, solving the problems, 
and fixing them. No small feat indeed when one considers 
all the variables. 

Morse and Senior are seniors at Old Colony 
Regional Vocational Technical High School in Rochester. 
On many levels, these young men are already 
professionals in the field of automotive repair. Both have 
participated in cooperative programs that allow students 
to work outside the school walls in their chosen field of 
study. 

Morse and Senior have both been employed by 
a Toyota dealership. But moreover, critical thinking skills 
along with practical application of those skills have been 
honed by the curriculum at OCRVTHS bringing these 
two students to the heights of achievement in automotive 
repair. 

"Critical thinking starts in the freshmen year," 
explains Jackie Machamer, assistant principal. She said 
vocational schools have changed over the years and are 
now recognized for the importance placed not only on 
vocational skills but also on academic studies. "Today if 
a student wants to pursue a four-year college placement, 
we can do that," Machamer said. 

Whether the student wants to matriculate directly 
into the workplace after graduating from school or wants 
to continue their education in other settings, Machamer

demeanors on the eve of the competition. Senior shared 
that he hoped for the best on Saturday, while Morse said, 
"This is nothing new to us." 

Yup, just another day of troubleshooting car 
problems, fixing them, and moving on to the next 
challenge. 

The students' education requires that they not 
only understand the complexities of vehicles loaded with 
electronics, mini-computers and the like but also the 
sophisticated diagnostic tools employed in the process 
of repairing automobiles. Add to that the pressure of a 
competition, and it's easy to see how some might not be 
up to the challenge. For Morse and Senior, however, their 
ability to handle it all has been fostered in an environment 
geared towards proficiency at every stage of learning. 

Old Colony has never won first place in this 
competition, but it has succeeded in participating in the 
Massachusetts regional event for the last 25 years earning 
several respectable second place standings. And, although 
Old Colony didn't walk away with the coveted prizes 
this time, the experience of participating and the memory 
of the effort necessary to get them as far as they did will 
remain with Morse and Senior for the rest of their lives. 

"We may not have won, but it was an honor to 
participate in the competition to that degree," Morse said.

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

With summer fast approaching and with a plan 
to try and inject cash flow into the Waterfront Enterprise 
Fund, the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen on February 9 
voted on a new rate structure that will affect boat owners, 
marinas, and boat yards effective immediately. But those 
changes didn't sail along smoothly with residents. 

Dana Barrows of Leisure Shores felt that 
implementing such a large increase in one season was 
unfair to the boating community. 

There had been some confusion on the part of 
Selectman Jordan Collyer on rate increases for commercial 
moorings, which, after considerable discussion, was 
cleared up. But Barrows said, "How are you going to 
implement this when you're not even sure?" 

Barbara Gaspar, assistant town clerk, voiced her 
concern that people would be in an uproar saying, "As 
the person standing behind the counter, we're going to 
take the blame." 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Paul Silva said it 
was the responsibility of Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne to work out the clerical kinks. Gagne assured 
Gaspar and the selectmen that he had held conversations 
with the treasurer, and was confident that appropriate 
accounting methodology would be employed. 

But the biggest change being challenged on this

night wasn't really about the impact on boaters - it was 
about how commercial moorings will be billed and paid 
for. 

The Marine Advisory Board along with the Board 
of Selectmen had determined that commercial moorings - 
those assigned to marinas and boatyards - would be paid 
for up-front by those businesses that, in turn, would be 
reimbursed by their customers. 

Gagne backed off that a bit, indicating that 
for those commercial moorings committed to return 
customers, the town would bill the customers directly 
for the 2016 season. Any moorings that remained unused 
would be billed directly to the marinas. 

Gagne said both the Mattapoisett Boat Yard and 
Leisure Shores Marina had improved their reporting 
processes over the last couple of years, but by placing the 
total fee structure for commercial moorings on an invoice 
to them, it would aid the town in getting revenue that for 
decades had merely floated out of the harbor uncollected. 

In the end, the selectmen voted to approve the 
following: sticker fee per foot for residents $2, non- 
residents $5, and senior residents $1; mooring fee $60; 
all-inclusive commercial mooring and sticker fee $200; 
commercial mooring unused $70; all-inclusive commercial 
dock/ float/ sticker fee $210; town slip and timber pier fee 
all-inclusive $50 per foot; skiff fee $150, seniors $75; small 
boat fee $50.

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the meeting room was the issue of dog waste pollution. 

Silva said he had received a telephone call 
recently from a concerned citizen who was horrified to see 
more than forty piles of dog excrement littering the bike 
path between Mattapoisett Neck Road and Brandt Island 
Beach Road. 

"I checked myself, and they were there!" he said. 

Gagne said that two years ago, dog waste stations 
had been installed throughout the town including at the 
bike path, but Animal Control Officer Kathleen Massey 
said, "No one uses those." She went on to say, "I don't 
know how to uphold the law." Fines are posted at the 
stations but, she said, "Some people just don't care." 

Silva said the amount of waste represented an 
environmental hazard in sensitive wetlands areas and 
expressed concern that something had to be done now to 
control the issue before the new portion of the bike path 
was completed. 

Massey said that anyone who sees a person leave 
dog waste on the ground should take a picture of the 
offending human and send it to her. 

Gagne said sometimes it takes other dog owners 
to get people to do the right thing. He said people could 
also contact him and Town Hall would take care of it. 

Silva asked Gagne to pull together a committee 
of six people to explore ideas and ways to get dog owners 
to comply. Anyone interested in participating on this 
committee or wishing to report a problem should contact

Rochester Readies for Next Solar Farm

The engineer and developer of a proposed 400 
kilowatt solar energy installation met with the Rochester 
Planning Board on February 9 for an informal discussion 
of the application before a formal submittal for site plan 
review. 

This sixth solar farm for Rochester is slated 
for 188 and 190 Marion Road - two lots that developer 
Meadowatt, LLC wishes to combine into one lot. 

Engineer Greg Wirsen said the detailed plan 
would ensure that the solar farm would not be seen from 
the street. With the use of a solid-panel granite-style wall, 
chain link fencing, and assorted vegetation, Wirsen said 
a hired botanist is helping to thoughtfully plan out the 
landscaping. 

"We wanted to pick out some native species that 
did well around here so they're not just ornamental," said 
Wirsen. "We wanted to create a feel of going along Route 
105." 

A planting screen, said Wirsen, that's "not 
vanilla." 

The applicant will also submit an application 
with the Zoning Board of Appeals to address zoning and 
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use. The property is located in a residential-agricultural 
zone and, with only one primary use allowed on any 
property in Rochester, the ZBA would have to grant 
Meadowatt, LLC permission to keep an existing house 
on the lot for residential use as well as the solar farm for 
commercial use. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson gave 
Wirsen a $750 figure for the application fee and an escrow 
account amount of $3,000. 

Board member Ben Bailey had some comments 
about the selected screening plantings, advising Wirsen 
that deer would devour certain species such as the 
arborvitae and red cedar. 

"I applaud the variety, but it won't work," Bailey 
said. " You'll waste almost every nickel on it." 

The board granted the project a number of 
waivers requested by the developer, including a formal 
survey on tree cutting, and plans pertaining to lighting, 
landscaping, and open space maintenance. 

The board entertained the questions and concerns 
from two neighbors to the proposed solar farm who 
admitted they were "newbies" just getting acquainted 
with the Tao of solar farm development and the 
ramifications of one moving into their neighborhood. 

Johnson advised Lynette and Art Lander to speak 
with the Assessors' Office regarding potential property 
value impact. 

"We have several solar projects in various stages," 
said Johnson. One in the north end, for example he said, 
has been online for two years. Regarding noise, traffic, 
glare, and other typical concerns of abutters, "We have a 
pretty good history there," Johnson said. 

Also during the meeting, Richard Serkey 
representing Rochester Crossroads, developer of land on 
Cranberry Highway, asked the board to sponsor an article 
for Town Meeting to change the zoning from residential 
to commercial of two properties they recently acquired for 
future development. The board agreed. 

In other matters, solar farm developer Renewable 
Energy, LLC requested a continuance for the public 
hearing for a solar energy installation on New Bedford 
Road until February 23. 
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The board has also continued the public hearing 
for Melink Corporation for its proposed Snipatuit Road 
solar farm until it receives a decision from the Natural 
Heritage and Endangered Species Program regarding 
species habitat. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for February 23 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Senior Center on Dexter Lane. 


Marion Moves Forward on Electric Car 

Marion Energy Management Committee

In the small front room of the Marion Music Hall, 
with a fireplace at their back and the members sprawled 
over comfortable chairs and couches, the February 9 
meeting of the Marion Energy Management Committee 
resembled more of a cozy fireside chat than a political 
meeting. 

Rob Fisher gave more information on the LED 
street lighting project he is working on for Marion. He 
noted that he has no access to the electricity invoices from 
Eversource to the town. 

"If I can get access to the street light costs from the 
invoices, I can figure out what Marion is paying," he said. 
"We don't know if the town is double-paying for street 
lights which may be paid for by local companies, or even 
Tabor." 

Committee member Eileen Marum added, "The 
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energy committee has been active on this, and we still 
need answers." 

"We really want to help, and this could save the 
town a lot of money," said Jennifer Francis. "Any double 
paying could be a significant portion of the town budget. 
It's been two years." 

Energy Committee Chairman David Pierce 
summed up the problem. 

"You know the situation, you know what you 
want, you need a little info and you can run with it," 
Pierce said. 

The committee then moved on to an exciting 
development: the lease of an electric car by the Town of 
Marion. 
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"We've received two grants from the state 
for $7,500 each," explained Francis. "One covers the 
installation of a charging station and the other an electric 
car." 

Currently, municipal employees drive old police 
cars, which Francis referred to as "gas guzzlers." 

"This car will replace an old Crown Vic," said 
Pierce cheerfully. A grant from the town government 
enabled the committee to hire a UMass Dartmouth 
employee who had helped the university gain electric 
cars. He instructed the committee in applying for the 
electric car grants available from the state. 

"What we're trying to do now," said Francis, "is 
get the best bid from electric-car producing companies, so 
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that Marion doesn't need to draw any more money from 
the budget for an electric car." 

The electric car will be made available to 
municipal employees on a need-to-use basis. Norm Hills 
noted that the Recreation Department would likely have 
primary use, as the charging station will be located near 
its Mill Street headquarters. 

Francis expressed her disappointment at losing a 
bid from Nissan for the Nissan Leaf, which she said was 
the best bid the town had. 

"They weren't comfortable with offering the bid 
if it wasn't going to be a closed bidding process," she 
explained. 

Pierce agreed. 

"I would be concerned, too, if I had to do that," 
said Pierce. "Is there any reason that the process isn't 
closed?" 

Francis said she did not know why the bids can't 
be completely closed. 

"It's unfortunate, because the grant would have 
covered the car entirely, without drawing any more 
money from the town," said Francis. 

"What would the lease fee per year be?" asked 

Pierce. 

"Well, that depends on the winning bid," said 
Francis. "But we're trying to keep the costs down so that 
the grant will cover the entire cost of the car." 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
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Management Committee has not yet been scheduled. 

Rochester Won't Budge on Good Friday

Members of the Rochester School Committee on 
February 4 were adamant that their stance on keeping 
Good Friday as a school day would not change this year 
as it discussed the proposed draft of the 2016/2017 school 
year calendar. 

When Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos 
brought up the topic, asking if the committee felt it would 
be a meaningful school day given last year's significant 
absenteeism of students and staff, there was little 
discussion. 

"Speaking for the group, I think that our group 
has been pretty steady on that Good Friday as a day of 
school," said School Committee Chairman Tina Rood. "I 
don't want to have another discussion about that because 
I think we have voted." 

Committee member Jennifer Kulak agreed. 

"It's a school day," stated Kulak. "I don't want to 
have that discussion again." 

Rood said Superintendent Doug White could take 
that consensus back to the meeting of 'The Joint' school 
committees for a vote on March 24. 

White had asked members at The Joint meeting 
back on January 21 to bring up the discussion amongst 

Tri-Town 
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the three local school committees before the March 24 
meeting to minimize further discussion and hopefully 
take a vote. 

Good Friday will fall on April 14, 2017, the Friday 
before April vacation. 

"I don't think that we need to have a discussion 
that isn't a discussion for us," Rood said. "So you can 
bring that back to the group," she said to White. "We were 
strong on that last year, and I think we've been pretty 
strong that that is a day of school." 

The committee discussed other aspects of the 
calendar, including the month of March, a full month with 
no half days or days off. 

Kulak was concerned by that time students would 
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need a break in between seven straight, unbroken weeks 
of school. 

Administration and other School Committee 
members consider unbroken weeks of learning to be 
positive, but Kulak found seven weeks excessive. 

"From the School Committee and as a teacher, 
yeah, I can see that," said Kulak. "I can see your position 
as to having that consistency and it's great. As a parent. . ." 
Not so much, she said. 

White said the 2016 Christmas break was slated to 
be "the shortest Christmas break that we could possibly 
have." 

Christmas will fall on Sunday, and students 
would return on January 3. The committee suggested 
perhaps giving students Friday, December 23 off in 
addition to vacation week. White noted the suggestion for 
The Joint meeting. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for March 3 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Teachers Say School Air Quality is Poor

Could air quality at Sippican School be 
responsible for exacerbating some teachers' allergies, 
causing migraines, and making them sick? Air quality 
test results suggest no, but at least 12 Sippican teachers 
affected say 'yes/ and they are asking the Marion School 
Committee to allow the state to take its own air quality 
samples. 

Representative for the Marion Teachers 
Association and Health and Safety Committee member 
Nicole Boussy said on February 3 that the issue of air 
quality at Sippican School has been ongoing for a number 
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of years, and the group is now ready to take whatever 
steps it needs to find relief. 

"I myself have experienced watching a teacher 
cough up blood due to the air quality within the 
building," said Boussy. "I have a number of teachers who 
have diagnosed mold allergies that they are attributing to 
the air quality within the building." 

Teachers say one section of the first floor is the 
main area for poor air quality 

School Business Administrator Patrick Spencer 
told the committee an independent lab had tested the 
school for poor air quality, with samples taken throughout 
the building. Levels came up with a count of 39, which is 
below the threshold of 100. 

Spencer said the teachers have now asked the 
school district to allow the state to enter the building to 
take its own air quality samples, which Spencer called "a 
little redundant." 

"There's nothing wrong with doing it, but we 
just wanted guidance from the committee" Spencer said. 
"They raised a concern and we take it seriously" 

Spencer said no students have made complaints; 
however, Boussy argued that children are in fact affected. 

"Children in that building as well experience 
some of the same things the teachers are experiencing," 
said Boussy ". . .We're just hoping that we can work 
together ... to have somebody come in and look." 

Boussy said the group hired an attorney through 
the Massachusetts Teachers Association who has looked 
through the report. The attorney pointed out several 
factors, including indoor mold species distribution, which 
could be affecting the school staff. 

Boussy said Principal Lyn Rivet has been open 
and supportive throughout. 

"Because of their concern for one another and the 
children of Marion, we are prepared to move forward," 
said Rivet. 

Facilities Director Gene Jones said he has 
done all he can to try and alleviate some of the issues, 
including bringing in air ionizers and an "air scrubber," 
a high-power air blower to help with air circulation and 
mitigation of humidity 

"I don't know what else to do in all my 
experience," said Jones, saying he has even reached out 
to his peers in the field for advice. "The best thing is good 
housekeeping. Keep it clean. Keep it as up to date as 
possible ... I've done everything as far as facility- wise..." 

School Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini 
said it appeared as though the school has done its due 
diligence, but she is concerned, nonetheless. 

"I don't feel comfortable knowing that the 
staff doesn't feel comfortable with the air quality of the 
building," Marcolini said, although she voiced some 
hesitation over inviting the state into the school for 
testing. "Bringing the state in is a risk. It could turn the 
school on its ear." 

But at least the testing is free, said Marcolini. 
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"Till it's not," said committee member Kate 
Houdelette. 

"Well, I take this very seriously," said Marcolini. 
"We want them to be healthy and feel good in our 
building." 

The committee voted to move forward with the 

testing. 

In other matters, committee members discussed 
the proposed draft of the 2016-2017 school calendar 
and agreed to restore Good Friday as a day off, mostly 
because the April 14 religious day of observation will be 
the Friday before April vacation, which had the School 
Committee questioning the day's productivity as a day of 
learning. 
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School Committee member Christine Winters 
brought up the concern, saying, given the low attendance 
of last year's Good Friday school day, it would be 
beneficial to take that day off. Religious reasons aside, 
she said, the district has other Fridays off before a long 
weekend. Winters then asked Assistant Superintendent 
Elise Frangos her thoughts. 

"From an educational perspective, as well as 
sensitivity perspective, I concur with you that having 
. . . Good Friday where we conduct school, given our 
[substitute teacher] challenges, given our sensitivity to 
people and their religious observances and travel needs, I 
think it's folly to continue down that path," said Frangos. 

Houdelette said she would be open to that, but 
the committee agreed that making the day a half day 
instead of a full day or day off would not do. 

The committee also wished to move around a 
couple half days and professional development days 
in order to allow for less broken-up school weeks 
throughout the year. 

Also during the meeting, the committee approved 
a $25,000 anonymous donation to the Sippican School, 
which it has now for a number of years. 

Winters opposed the full nondisclosure of the 
donor's identity and voted against the acceptance. 

"There's a difference between someone donating 
something anonymously and not wanting it to be 
announced publically," Winters said. 
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Winters and Marcolini say they both spoke with 
someone from the Massachusetts Association of School 
Committees and received conflicting information about 
the legal criteria for accepting an anonymous donation. 
Marcolini argued that all standards were met, disagreeing 
with Winters. 

"I believe it is one-hundred percent acceptable," 
said Houdelette. "I just think we should be celebrating 
this instead of continuing to debate this." 

Last year, the donation funded the purchase of 
200 Chromebooks for the school, among other things. 

The committee also voted unanimously in favor 
of accepting pay increases for substitute teachers and 
classroom aides for the rest of the school year, and then 
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approved an additional pay raise for the following school 
year, with Winters opposed. 

The next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee is scheduled for March 2 at 6:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 


Delayed Starts 

ORR Update

Every other Thursday, the students of Old 
Rochester Regional High School walk into school with a 
more awake outlook on the school day in front of them. 
Armed with an extra hour of sleep, students feel more 
prepared to face the day ahead. Why? 'Delayed starts' - a 
time when students are invited to come in an hour later 
and enjoy the extra time for homework or much needed 
sleep. 

A delayed start day runs very similar to any other 
school day, with the only real influence being on the first 
two classes. Busses run at the regular time for the students 
who can't get a ride to the school. Students who come 
in early are split up by grade, with every class assigned 
to a different room in the school (an example being the 
auditorium). There, students are invited to work on any 
classwork they need to complete before the school day 
begins. 

Students who can get themselves to school 
late must arrive by 8:30 am. From there, the school day

carries on as normal, with only the first two classes being 
shortened to about an hour from their usual 90 minutes. 

The idea for delayed starts began in order 
to allow teachers more time to plan their curriculum 
together for each subject area. As Vice-Principal Michael 
Parker explained, "It came out of the idea of trying to 
find more time for the teachers to meet with each other 
and talk about curriculum and things like that to improve 
their craft, to improve their teaching." 

Parker continued, "It's very hard to do during the 
day because there's no time. Teachers' contracts are very 
structured, and there's only about one meeting a month, 
so it's very difficult to do it during the school day, or even 
after school." 
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Another thing, said Parker, studies have shown 
that high school kids perform much better starting later in 
the day. 

Every year. Principal Michael Devoll must present 
the plan for the delayed starts before the school committee 
and receive its approval. The delayed starts have been in 
effect since last year, and Parker said they plan to continue 
for the 2016-2017 school year. 

As for teachers, they reap all the benefits possible 
from the delayed starts. 

"I think it's valuable," said English teacher 
Michael Beson. "Especially on days where we kind of 
have a little bit more freedom to talk about what we want 


to talk about. With a lot of our other staff meetings . . . we 
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don't have much time to talk about . . . our curriculum, so 
that hour, even though it's not too often throughout the 
year, it's time that I think is beneficial for us." 

Planning around shortened classes may seem to 
be a challenge, but it's not as horrible as one might be led 
to believe, explained Beson. 

"I think it's just something that we just need to 
remember when it goes into planning, that we're either 
going to try and get through things a little bit quicker or 
shorten some activities for that day, or just push things 
back to another day," said Beson. 

For the students of Old Rochester, there is seldom 
a bad thing to be said about the late starts, as it provides 
an opportunity to begin the day in a more relaxed 
environment. Student Emma Cadieux explained, "I know 
a lot of students are peppier on delayed start days. I hear 
a lot of them go out to breakfast before coming to school, 
and most get a better night's sleep with that extra hour." 

"I know personally, I always get ready for school 
more quickly on delayed start days," continued Cadieux. 

The general consensus of the student body 
appears to be one of gratefulness for the opportunity to 
either sleep in or do homework, and although it may 
seem unnecessary to shorten classes for the sake of 
planning and sleep, Cadieux explained how the delayed 
starts are productive in their own way. 

"Students don't need to come out of every hour 
of their day with pages of work to show for it. I wouldn't 
say it's productive in the way teachers and educators 
think of the word productive, but it's necessary and it's 
helpful," said Cadieux. 

Every student seemed to agree that late starts 
provide a relaxing start to their day, as explained by 
student Brooke Santos. 

"I feel that delayed starts are helpful because it 
gives kids time to sleep in for once and it lets them rest 
and you can go out to breakfast," said Santos. "And you 
have time to get out all your energy and talking before 
you go to school, and then when you're there, you're 
more focused." 

Despite the reduced class time, students don't 
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generally feel the reduced time impedes their education 
in a noticeable way. 

Student Ryson Smith said, "For the AP classes, 
losing half an hour might mess up scheduling. But for 
other classes, it usually doesn't affect much." 

For students, the lost hour is a price they're 
willing to pay in order to improve their mental health. 

"I feel like the pros, which are more sleep, for 
me, outweigh the cons because we're already stressed 
and sleeping in helps alleviate some of that stress," said 
student James Goulart. 

Student Celeste Hartley had this to say, "Students 
are happier. The teachers first and second block aren't as 
happy, because the shortened blocks can sometimes mess 
up their scheduling." 

Since the beginning of the late starts, many 
students have realized the benefits of beginning school at 
a later time, as Smith explained. 

"I do feel that I notice a change in students during 
late start days, but I support changing the school day to a 
later start in general," Smith said. 

Delayed starts have allowed Old Rochester 
students to decompress and enjoy time to themselves - 
an infrequent occurrence in the ever-busy life of a high- 
schooler. Delayed Starts are here, and for the sake of staff 
and students, hopefully they're here to stay.

Model United Nations 

Tabor Academy News

Debating and diplomacy may not be common 
hobbies for many high school students, but to those Tabor 
Academy students involved in the Model United Nations 
club, these skills are paramount. 

Every year, this group, led by history teacher 
Gary Sousa, practices articulating points, keeps up with 
current events, and attends conferences to put their skills 
to good use. The conferences take place at other prep 
schools or at colleges, and the most recent one that Tabor 
attended was a four-day trip to the Ivy League conference, 
hosted this year by the University of Pennsylvania in 
Philadelphia. 

The club has roughly 40 members, 16 of whom 
attended the conference. Around 3,000 students attended 
the conference from all over the world: China, Brazil, Italy, 
England, among others. 

Each school was assigned a different country and 
then students from these schools would act as delegates 
on different committees, arguing for their country's needs 
and wants. The conference ran all day, from morning until 
late at night with breaks for lunch and dinner. 

Tabor represented the Dominican Republic and 
was given months to prepare for the conference. They 
wrote position papers on different topics to reflect the 
DR's desires. 

"Sometimes you have to argue for a point that 
you don't agree with," says senior Stephanie Zou, the co- 
secretary general of the club. "It's a really good learning 
experience to see issues from the other side." 

They were able to pass three resolutions, 
which needed to be written and passed in session, not 
beforehand. Fifteen total resolutions were drafted, but 12 
were rejected because they didn't get a majority vote. 

"The club is a platform for students who wish to 
pursue intellectual passions outside of the classroom," 
said Zou. "They can apply what they learn in history class 
and beyond to articulate their thoughts. You get to model 
current issues which helps you become a more globally 
aware citizen as well as being able to model historical 
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events and delve deeper into the past than you normally 
would." 

The club definitely has an impact on its members 
as well, and the conferences are just opportunities to use 
the skills and abilities learned. 

"It helps the students involved gain confidence," 
said Zou. "I know that I've grown a lot since freshmen 
year through Model UN, and I've definitely learned how 
to express myself." 

She also noted how the club "helps satisfy a 
desire for more knowledge," as Zou described it. 

"Everyone who attends the conference is granted 
the opportunity to explore something deeply and fully. 
Not only that, but you can learn a lot from the people who 
attend the conferences as well." 

The Model United Nations program at Tabor 
has grown a lot over recent years, with greater interest 
and participation across all grades. The last conference 
attended included a lot of newer members and 
underclassmen. Currently, they're drafting a Constitution 
for the club, which will include a process to select future 
officers and solidify membership.

Thoroughly Modern Millie 

The zany, madcap 1920s of New York City is

Carol. Starring Cate Blanchett and Rooney Mara. 
Directed by Todd Haynes. Running time: 118 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Almost singlehandedly, Todd Haynes has spent 
the majority of his career directing films that call back to 
the golden age of actresses — his muses have included 
Julianne Moore, Cate Blanchett, Kate Winslet, and a Barbie 
version of Karen Carpenter. Haynes provides primo roles 
for women at a time when few other filmmakers do. But 
does he really care all that much about the women he 
puts onscreen? I value Haynes as an artist, but his art isn't 
revelatory or emotional; it signifies feelings rather than 
sharing them. 

The multiple-Oscar-nominated Carol is yet 
another Haynes meditation on homosexuality in an era 
(the '50s) that didn't tolerate it. (He treated the topic 
literally in Far from Heaven, metaphorically in several 
other movies.) Carol (Blanchett) is a well-to-do woman 
in the process of divorcing her husband Harge (Kyle 
Chandler). Their differences are extremely irreconcilable: 
despite having a daughter with him, she's just not that 
into him, or into his entire gender, for that matter. Carol 
has previously detained herself with "best friend" Abby 
(Sarah Paulson), and of late her gaze has fallen upon 
young Therese (Rooney Mara), toy-store shopgirl and 
aspiring photographer. 

Therese' s artistic proclivities (including tickling 
the ivories with a bit of Billie Holiday) and dark, severe 
bangs may remind viewers of the novelist Patricia 
Highsmith, whose novel The Trice of Salt served as the 
script's basis, and who admitted that Therese was more 
or less her avatar. Too bad, then, that Therese's portrayer 
isn't up to the level on which Highsmith operated. 

Rooney Mara, I fear, is her generation's Jennifer Connolly, 
a gothy but inexpressive actress deeply overrated by 
critics perhaps enamored of her bone structure. Therese 
is supposed to be a nervous neophyte, but casting this 
mild, emotionally null presence opposite Blanchett, who 
emotes ripely in the manner of classic Hollywood divas, is 


almost cruel.

Haynes hit his own peak of erotica in his feature 
debut. Poison , during its Genet-inspired prison sequence, 
and it's been down a cold hill ever since. When Carol 
finally takes Therese to bed, we get oblique fragments of 
their lovemaking, and it's as dry and po-faced as anything 
else in their relationship. Their love involves, as far as I 
can determine, being somber in close proximity; there 
are no shared jokes, no mutual interests. Therese is a 
proto-bohemian without the sullen attitude of one, and 
Blanchett nicely conveys Carol's tickled attraction to her, 
but Mara doesn't have the tools to do likewise. Therese's 
big emotional moments amount to her staring off and 
sobbing while Mara is obviously thinking of something 
really sad. 

Yet maybe that makes Mara the ideal new muse 
for Todd Haynes: she signifies rather than feels, and 
so does he. Carol looks terrific, as all Haynes films do; 
working in Super 16mm, cinematographer Ed Lachman 
delivers a master class in the seethe and texture of grain. 
(In a late moment when Therese and a co-worker are 
painting her apartment walls blue, the surface looks 
like the screen of a staticky TV.) But the score, by the 
usually superb Carter Burwell, sounds like unused 
music for a Godfrey Reggio travelogue -- the tone is a 
bit too tastefully lachrymose. I'm all for Haynes making 
throwback dramas that great actresses like Blanchett 
or Julianne Moore can tear into, but I'd like to think 
the deluxe emoting they do is in service to anything 
besides Haynes' deadpan appropriation of ancient styles 
and tropes. Tarantino, for instance, works this way but 
giggles in appreciation; Haynes rubs his chin and says 
"Interesting." 
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whom each character finds!
